He had pre- 
viously been King Hussein's chef de 
cabinet in Amman. 

Police immediately cordoned off 
a large area of South-West London's 
fashionable ‘Kensington district In a 
did to catch the gunman.

LONDON (AP) —- A British appeals 
court ruled on that Lon- 
don's gentlemen's clubs, some of the 
most exclusive establishments in the 
world, cannot bar members because 
of colour or race. 

The court ruling also left open 
enough loopholes for these clubs — 
about 50 of them centred on Pall 
Mall, Piccadilly and St. James 
restricted 
memberships. _ 

‘A. club could still bar U.N. Secre- 
tary-General Ὁ Thant, or Ethiopian 
Emperor Halle Selasse, not on 
ground of colour, of course, but be- 
cause neither studied at Oxford. 

The three-judge appeals court, 
headed by Lord Denning, handed 
down the decision in the first test 
case of the 1968 Race Relations act 
involving a club. 

Tt ruled that an East Loudon Coa- 
servative Party political club could 
not refuse membership to Amarjit 
Shah, a postal worker who immi- 
grated from India nine years ago, on 
grounds of colour. 

The club denied Mr. Shah was 
barred because of race. It was 
granted permission te appeal again 
to Britain's highest tribunal, the 
‘House of Lords.

Dollar hits new lows on world markets 


The dollar hit new lows on world 
markets yesterday in the wake of 
U.S. President Richard Nixon's 
agreement to devalue the dollar in 
return for the revaluation of some 
other currencies. 


In London the dollar fell to its 
Jowest since the pound was devalued 
four years ago. It hit $2.5201 at 
one stage — a five per cent dolar 
devaluation. dt later improved 
slightly and ended “the session at 
$2.51925 to the pound — 

The pattern wag similar in 
several other centres. In France the 
doliar plunged finst to its Jowest 
since the government in August 
clamped on strict exchange con- 


trols and formed a two-tier market. 
On the tightly controlled com- 
mercial market, where the dolar 
has an agreed floor value of 5.5125 
francs, it closed the session at 
5.51275 francs. 

The financial or speculative dollar 
in the other section of the market 
fell back to 5.28 francs before im- 
proving to close at 5.30 francs, a 
dollar devaluation of about 4.6 per 
cent.

KKOOR KEPT IN DARK 


Answers M.K.s’ questions

“How can Koor and its partners 
claim they hed no information 
about what went on in Autocars? 
They controlled 74 per cent of the 
shares.” This was stated by Mr.

We was rplyiag ty a battery of 
questions which had been put to him 
by Knesset Members at the last com- 
mittee meeting on Monday, 

“Board members received 2 month- 
ly financial report which covered 
everything -— sales, inventory, ex- 
penses, wages. It’s an insult to this 
Committee to assert that they knew 
nothing,” he declared. 

‘What happened, he said, was the 
opposite. Mr. Shubinsky says he him- 
self was cut off from the accounting 
side of the company and all its in- 
ternal affatrs. He was confined (with 
his assent) to three areas: produc- 
tion planning, relations with Ley- 
land, and relations with the defence 
authorities, 

He then proceeded to deny, one by 
one, the various accusations made 
against him. First came the allega- 
thon by Mr. Meir Amit, head of Koor 
‘(and chairman of Autocars), that 
the Company distributed dividends, 
im a year which showed TL5m. in 
lJosses. Mr. Shubinsky declared that 
— on the contrary — there was a 
Profit of IL600,000 — all of which 
was distributed as dividends, against 
tis (Shubinsky's) will 

ΑἹ had 10 per cent of the shares, 
and Poseidon {a company he con- 
trols) had six per cent. Koor had 
26 per cent. Not only I received di- 
vidends — they drew theirs as well; 
as can be seen from the balance 
sheet signed by Amit that I have 
submitted to this committee,” Mr, 
Shubinsky said. 


NO DEAD STOCK 

An accusation (by Mr. Levandov- 
sky, who had been internal auditor 
for a time in Autocars) that a quar- 
ter of the IL40m. of declared inven- 
tory was dead stock, was denied. “We 
had a standing practice of writing 
off all such stock over a period of 
four or five years.” (The reference 
[5 mainly to Rumanian jeeps, and 
“Poneys," a tender which failed to 
find a market.) 

An accusation that the books in 
Autocars did not tally with the books 
in Leyland was also denied. Mr. Lev- 
andovsky said he had suggested that 
auditors visit England for a spot 
check of Autocar’s accounts from 
the London end. Mr. Shubinsky had 
no recollection of such a proposal,

Mr. Shubinsky explained that 
under Leyland’s rules, it could not 
give more then 15 per cent for an 
output of only 1,600 vehicles ἃ year, 
Yet he fought hard for a better ar. 
rangement, because Autocars could 
not operate under the terms sug- 
gested. Leyland saved 35-40 man- 
hours per vehicle through sending it 
for assembly in Israel, a gain which 
came to just under £60. Autocar's 
expenses in assembly and locally 
made components amounted to 
111,300, which was not offaet by a 
price cut of £60, 

But the true savings in Britain 
were more than £60, according to 
Mr. Shubinsky. Production there is 
highly capitalized, involving an in- 
vestment of £5m. or £6m. on a 
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Ga) srovrur's AGENCY LTD.

‘Several hundred’ Soviet 


Jews have 


applied for 


citizenship, M.K.- claims

Several hundred Soviet Jewa have 
appited for Israel citizensiip — and 
not a few score, as claimed by the 
Interior Minister in the Knesset last 
week — according to Gahal MK. 
Binyamin Falevi. i 

Dr. Halevi explains the discre- 
pancy as due to the fact that Soviet 
Jews have no idea how they must 
apply. Ignorant of the fact that 
only the Interior Ministry cap 
process their appHcations, the 
majority of interested Soviet Jews 
write to a wide range of incorrect 
addresses. Letters come to the Pre- 
sident, the Frime Minister, the 
Knesset, the Foreign Ministry, Is- 
Tael's--U.N. delegation and many 
more. ° 

Dr. Halevi told The Jerusalem 
Post that these recipients do ποῖ 
generally refer the letters to the 
Interior Ministry for proceasing. One 
of the reasons, he believes, is that 
often the Soviet Jew writes 2 long 
letter, embodying several requests 
and points, of which the request 
for citizenship is only one part. 
Hence, he says, it is ‘usually 
ignored, Most letters are «imply 
passed on to the U.N. Secretary- 
General. 

‘The Gahal member was received 
by President Shazar yesterday, and 
askéd him to make sure that ail 
Soviet letters which he received be 
referred to the Interior Ministry, 
lf their contents: also include a 
request. for Israel citlzenship. Dr.

Dr. Halevi explains that 
Jews like the 39 whose names were 
read out in the Knesset on Tuesday 
had amply proved they wished to 
come to Tsrael and be granted its 
citizenship. But since the authorities 
were interfering with their mail in 
Russia, they had no way of apply- 


ing.
